he On 20 August a regiment of the 105 Division mcved froa the Lishui (1195, 25-25) 


area to Liushih (120-2), 20-0) for regrouping. 
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In late August a regiment of the 105 Division moved from the “enchou area to 
Tungfengshan (e 4 ), near Sungmen (121-36, 28-22) for regrouping. 


On 12 September a battalion of 315 Regiment moved to Wenling (121~21, 26~23) 
from Ch'umen (121-17, 28-15). 


In mid-September headquarters of the 308 Regiment was at Wenchou. The 1 
Battalion was in the Wenchou area, the 2 Battalion in the Huanghua (120-56, 
2301) area, and the 3 Battalion in the Chait!'ou (ye ge )} area.

In mid-September, 2,000 troops, recently conscripted in the Liushih (120-5), 
23-04) area for the 315 Reginent, were being trained in that area but without

In mid-September each village in ‘tienling Hsien and Yuhuan (121-13, 23-09) 

Hsien was ordered by military authorities to assiyn six local militia troops to 
the 31) Regiment. They were to be sent to the headquarters of that regiment bee 
fore the end of September. 


On 20 September the main force of a battalion of the 315 Regiment moved to Vienling 
(121-21, 26-23) from Chtumen (121-17, 28-15), where it had been stationed. The 
headquarters of this battalion remained in Chtamen. 


By 20 September the entire 309 Regiment was concentrated at the elty of Vienchoxu. 


On 18 September one battalion of Chinese Communist troops left “enchou for 
Huangtaao (121~06, 27=59) in ten motor junks. 


Around mid-September the repair of 12 army motor junks was completed in the Wenchou 
area, According to the troops in this area, these junks would soon be used in 
an attack on the Nationalist-held islands off Chekiang. 


in mid-September six small gunboats and seven fishing: boats were patrolling the 
coast in the Shint'ang (121-36, 28-17) area. Each vessel was equipped with a 
137 mm gum and one machine gm. 


In mid-September eight motor junks of the 105 Division wore patrolling the coast. 
in the Sungmen area. 


In late September, 10,000 Chinese Commmist troops and hO motor junks were in 
the Nenling area. According to some of these troops, all of the junks and troops 
were soon to be used in an invasion of Nationsalist~held islands off the coast. 


Pukien 


On 25 August the 28 Army was stationed in western Fukien with one unit in 
Nanpting (118-05, 26-39), Chienyang (116-03, 27~33), and Chienouhsien (118-19, 
27-04), and only one battalion in Shaowu (117-28, 27~21) » Kuengtse (117-23, 
27-31), and Tlaininghsien (117-10, 26-52). The main strength has been trans 
ferred to Korea, and the Chinese Communists were actively trying to get re= 
placements. 


Around carly September one artillery company of the 12 Artillery Regiment arrived 
in the Tungeh*ung (119=52, 26-33) area, where they were stationed. 


in seer eta at one artillery battalion of the 12 Artillery Regiment was in the 
Peiling (46. Ae )y Tinghai (119-7, 26~16), Hsiaocheng (1: #2 ), and Loyuan 
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(119~33, 26-27) arcas, Fukien.

These two battalions have a total of 1,000 men, 
each of whom 18 armed with a rifle. Thsy are well-equipped. They are 
stationed at Changchou (117-2, 2-32). 


256 In September garrison headquarters wore established at Toochow, Auoy, 
Chtuanchou (113-3), 2h-5), and Changchou, each of which was in control of 
two garrison regiments. 


26. In mid-August there were no signs of a Chinese Communist preparation for 
the invasion of Ghinmen in the sea coast area of Changchou. 


Kiangsu-Shantung

In the meantime WU Hsien-hui (4% %.9@), deputy mayor of 
Hangchow, was elected mayor by public vote.
